The New .Steumur.

San Francisco, Oct. 23. The
Oregon Coal it Navigation Com-puny- 's

steamer Ajnx is being finish-
ed ut tho Main street wharf and
will mako her trial trip In a week
or ten days. Sho Iuih been well
built. Sho has triple expansion
engines which aru calculated to
save .'Hi percent. In fuel. Tho AJax
will go into tho coal trade, plying
between San Francisco and Coos
bay.

Tliny Olvo Up Oregon.

San Francihco, Oct. 23. Tho
Examiner, tho leading democratic
paper or California, thus concedes
Oregon to the republicans. Heglnlug
a thrcc-quart- of a column editorial
on the subject, those lines appear :

"In notable contrast to tho eager
and enthusiastic political campaign
Ing now going on In nearly every
state, Is tho dull, dumb monotony
of Oregou's spiritless contest. Tho
republicans aro confidently Indiffer-
ent, nud the democrats are resigned
to their fate. The fato oxiocted by
the latter Is defeated by about 3,000
majority.

Another Transcontinental Route.

Salt Lakb City, Out. 23. The
Suit Lake Valley aud Eastern,Wyt-mln- g

and Eastern, aud Nebraska
and Western Railway Companies
have Just completed tho filing of
mortgages In tho various counties
of Utah, Wyoming nnd Nebraska,
through which tho respective lines
puss. The lines of these companies
constitute a through route from the
Missouri river at Sioux City to Salt
Lake City. Tho syndicate backing
tho road Intends to complete the en-

tire lino of 000 miles within the next
two years. This road will bo of
greut imixirjanco, since it Is tho
shortest transcontinental routo and
theohuapest to construct uud operate.
Tho largo local business It will com-

mand, with Its special advantage
for handling through business, will
give It superior facilities ovur other
transcontinental Hues, besides which
It passe through rich agricultural
dlstrlets. Tho coal and oil fields,
with numerous mineral districts and
extensive grazing lauds, udd greatly
to the luiiortunee of this new lino,
pausing as It will, almost entirely,
through anew country.

Start Ini; lit Dakota.
Minneapolis, Oct. 23.J. I lay-

man, who has Just returned from
another visit to Ramsey county,
Dakota, tho home of a colony of
Polish Jews, who aro suffering from
destitution, says tho settlement is
seventeen miles from Devil's lake,
nnd comprises seventy families,
numbering 238 souls. They came
hero two years ago last spring, pro-
cured land, built houses, untl went
to work to clear tho land and become
independent farmers. About tho
middle of August n severe frost
came nnd ruined tho entire wheat
crop, leaving them only about as
many potatoes as they used for
planting and barely enough oats to
winter their stock. Troublo and
suflerlng began nt onco. Their
needs are fuel and bread, aud thesu
articles must bo had at once, for
every day Increases tho suflerlng
nnd privation. Wo visited about
twenty houses and found nil, with
but two exceptions, without a stick,
of wood or any other mnterlal for
flro except cnttlo droppings. On
Saturday lee was three-quarter- s of
an Inch thick, aud we found numer-
ous little children with bate feet and
legs. Ono woman, with two llttlo
girls with bare feet and limbs, was
trying to keep warm on tho sunny
sldo of tho house. Somo creditor
had taken her cow, and left her to
starve with her little ones.
